full statement of Geimany's claims. 
What the German leaders want, if 
they are successful will be discussed 
lit the reichstag this week, probably 
today. 
The imperial chancellor, Dr. Mich- 


aelis, is finding the way as difficult 
as it was for his predecessor, von 
Bethmann Hollweg and he must now 
face the critics of the government 
in the reichstag. Whether, as has 
been charged, the bureaucracy and 
the army has been furthering the 
pan-German scheme of 
annexation 


and indemnities, is expected to be 
brought out in the reichstag debate. 


Dr. Michaelis on Saturday 
sent 


minister of the interior, 
Helfferich 


before the reichstag to make a state- 
ment on his behalf. Helffench fail- 
ed to mollify the critical members of 
the reichstag and the sitting was ad- 
Jdurned to today after the vice chan- 
cellor's speech had been interrupt- 
ed. General von Stein, the war min- 
ister was leered when he attempted 
to explain the army's side of the ac- 
cusation that the high command was 
using every strong method to help 
the Pan-German agitation. 
Former Chancellor von Bethmann- 


Mollweg some months before his res- 
ignation, had a test of strength with 
Admiral von Tirpitz, the reputed or- 
ganizer of ruthless submarine war- 
Fare, and the chancellor won. The 
admiral since has been busy and the 
new iatherland party, of which ae 
is one of the sponsors, according to 
recent reports, has been active in 
Apposition ta the reichstag majority 
declaration for peace without annex- 
ations or indemnities. 
It has now come to a test between 


the followers of Von Tirpitz and the 
pan-Germans on one side and the 
majority of the reichstag on the oth- 
er.

JEALOUSLY GUARDED; 


FIRST TRUCK MADE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Lima, O-, Oct. 8.—The first Lib- 
erty motor truck 
for the 
United 


States army product of the greatest 
motor truck designers of the coun- 
try and the 
combined genius of 


twelve motor truck plants and sixty- 
two automobile parts factories, was 
completed here today at a local man- 
ufacturing plant. 
' 


The 
standardized 
machine, of 


which 35,000 copies will be turned 
out in the first half of 1918 for the 
army, is said to represent the perfec- 
tion of automobile truck 
develop* 
ment. 
Its motor power is derived 


from the new Liberty motor, recent- 
ly perfected at Washington by war 
department experts. 


Lima is preparing for a great pat- 
riotic demonstration when the new 
truck is given its first 
road test, 
probably late this week. High army 
officers, including the quartermaster 
general and possibly Secretary 
of 


War Baker, are arranging to attend. 
Following tests at the factory, the 
truck will start on an 
endurance 
run to the east. 


The first liberty motor truck was 


built in the greatest secrecy to pro- 
tect it from enemy eyes. A build- 
ing without windows and 
lighted 


only by skylights housed the truck 
during the three weeks of its con- 
struction. 
The plant 
was 
closely 


guarded by armed men night and 
day. 


As an added precaution, a second 


truck was assembled in an eastern 
city. 
As each part was completed 


here, a duplicate was dispatched to 
a northern New York town, where 
mechanics assembled a second ma- 
chine. If the parts were small, they 
were sent by registered mail. If too 
big to ship that way, trusted me- 
chanics carried them personally by 
train. 


Similar 
precautions 
surrounded 
parts manufactured in the sixty odd 
factories which contributed to 
the 


machine. 
As each part was com- 


pleted it was dispatched to Lima in 
charge of an army representative 
who kept factory officials informed 
of his progress by telegraph. 
No 


one company knows the complete de- 
sign or what other companies made 
the other parts.

Gothien, progressive member of the 
reichstas, is quoted in a Berlin dis- 
patch as having said at a meeting of 
the central committee of his party 
that although the military situation 
was satisfactory there was no hope 
of crushing Germany's enemies on 
land. 


As for the submarine campaign, 


7,000,00u ons of shipping had been 
sunk, he asserted, but no disposition 
toward peace on the part of England 
was discernable. 
A rationing sys- 


tem for food stuffs had ot even been 
introduced and no one was able to 
say when the U-boat would make 
England more inclined for peace. 


"America cannot be forced to make 


peace," Herr Gothien continued. "We 
cannot force America to pay a war 
indemnity. There remains only Eng- 
land. But should we, in order to ob- 
tain an idemnity of 10.000,000 marks 
sacrifice 30,000,000 marks and an- 
ot'ier half million men?" 


Germany's allies, Herr Gothien 


continued, were not inclined to con- 
tinue the war for Pan-German plans 
of conquest, but were striving for 
peace by understanding and concili- 
ation, while the Pan-German clamor 
for annexations was finding a bad 
receptio natnong them. He asserted 
that the long working hours and in-

7.—The Newark boys were all much 
pleased to hear through a telegram 
from the Advocate that you were In- 
terested In knowing tbelr drat Im- 
pressions of army life.

admiration. 
The 


fame ol the medals has. spread and 
we are continuously asked to show 
them. 
The boys got .some very vivid im- 


pressions right off the 
reel. 
The 
vast size and the intensive organi- 
zation of the camp first attracted 
our attention. 
For miles and miles 


were rows and rows 
of barracks, 


everywhere rumbled 
heavy- 


aervice 
army 
trucks. 
We 
wera 


marched to 
our 
barracks which 


were at a distance of from two to 
four miles, according to the weight 
of the men's luggage. We had no 
trouble in locating the Newark'men. 
They were all rignt on liand to see 
us and seemed to be mightv glad,to 
see somebody from home. Practical- 
ly all ara in Battery "B" 324th reg- 
iment. Heavy Field Artillery. 


A few of us were, fortunate enough 


to be assigned to Corporal Sedgwick.

make as pleasant final impression 
of Newark as possible, kept us in- 
formed throughout the night of the

forms, and it was scarcely a second 
until the cameras were clicking with 
startling regularity and rapidity.

YOUR OLD GUTHES 


"ROOF" THE SfltDIERS 


Did you ever imagine that the old 


suit you discarded may go into a 
roof over your husband's, or broth- 
er's, or son's head in one of Uncle 
Sam's cantonments where the new 
soldiers are in training? 


The high-grade asphalt roofing 


which our government experts have 
chosen to roof the sixteen big can- 
tonments is what manufacturers call 
a "by-product" roof. Its base is a 
thick, soft felt made of old rags and 
these rags come from tons and tons 
of our last winter's clothing that 
have been collected, and made into 
roofing felt. This information will 
surprise many people, who may still 
have in mind the old-time "paper 
roofing" or "tar paper," or the later 
so-called 
"rubber" roofing; 
bnt 


these are largely bygones. The mod- 
ern roll roofing is made of soft, pli- 
able felt which is saturated with 
several times its own weight of 
blended asphalts. Thus asphalt has 
become the established economy pro- 
duct for overhead as for under 
wheels, in preference to wood, tar 
or metal. 


A writer in the Saturday Evening 


Post, Mary Roberts Rinehart, re- 
cently mentioned the extreme dis- 
comfort experienced by some of the 
officers' reserve corps men under 
metal roofs in the older cantonments 
during the summer. 
The cooler, 


non-conducting asphalt has brought 
about much more comfortable condi- 
tions In the hot southern camps, and 
it also keeps the interiors warmer In 
the extreme cold up north, where 
other camps are located. 


"By-products" are playing a big 


part in this war. 
The Germans 


have carried the idea farther than 
any other nation.

ccted that the new plan of caring 
or our soldiers and their depcnd-

Mvil war. The country is not in- 
•liued to count the cost, but it is ln- 
ensely concerned for justice to our 
lefonders. 
Making a $10,-000-pollcy 


ivailable to each one of the soldiers 


not offering more than enough. 
\t best the insurance collected will 
oe only a help in most cases in keep- 
ng the wolf from the doors of those 
Bereft by the war. That help should 
>e all that the country can afford to 
'urnish. And it is optional with the 
nen how much insurance they shall 
arry, or if they shall carry any. The 
wise ones will take as much, up to 
the maximum, as they can pay for 
it the low rate fixed. 


For all soldiers the bill provides 


compensation for disability and to 
:heir dependents while in the ser- 
vice or in case of death. The allow- 
ances are not large, but they are 
more generous than most of those 
under the existing pension system. 
This compensation, supplemented by 
510,000 of insurance ought to make 
he family of a soldier who does not 
come back fairly comfortable.

South American Boycott. 


If the 
Latin-American republics 


should, as President Irigoyen sug- 
gests, present an ultimatum to Ger- 
many demanding that she make peace 
and'tineatening otherwise to estab- 
lish a boycott against her. the Ger- 
man people would be given, in the 
present hour of their deprivation and 
hunger, food for thought upon the 
future to which the war-mad course 
of their government is committing 
them. 
South America now repre- 


sents almost the whole of the one- 
fifth of the world neutral to Ger- 
many in which Germany can expect 
any degree of freedom of action af- 
ter the war to build up her export 
trade. 
Concerted action 
by 
the 


Latin-American republics boycotting 
Germany would constitute a severe 
blow at Germany's prospects for eco- 
nomic recovery after the war. A 
demand from practically all of the 
world that remains neutral that Ger- 
many make peace or else suffer the 
closing of all trade doors in that 
part of the world cannot be lightly 
ignored by the German people or by 
the German government.—Washing- 
ton Post. 


A Favored Family.

An embargo is the swiftest, surest, 


cheapest and most effective form of 
blockade. It begins at the beginning 
by the stoppage of supply. 
If Ger- 


many can no longer get needed food 
and munitions through neutral gate- 
ways she will soon be in desperate 
straits. 
The neutrals also cut off 


from needed fruit, food and manu- 
facturing materials, will find them- 
selves compelled to active participa- 
tion in a contest they can no longer 
avoid. Great Britain and the United 
States are the two great sources of 
coal sunply outside of coalfields now 
under German control. By applying 
the pinch of coal embargo they can 
bring to. bear upon all neutral pow- 
ers, both European and American, 
an effective bar to further onen or 
covert 
trading 
with the Teutons 


the war lists. 


Wars can go on only as long as 


the belligerents engaged 
can get 


food and funds. 
A successful em- 


bargo goes far to stop the game. 
Now that our allies have joined 
hands with the United States in 
making effective economic as well as 
gun powder pressure in bringing our 
enemies to terms, we shall look for- 
ward with sreat confidence to as- 
sured and victorious peace.

On an 
average the moon 


rises and sets 51 minutes later each 
clay than the day before, but there 
3s considerable irregularity as tho 
time of rising largely depends 
on 


the point of the horizon at which 
the moon appears. This point may 
change from day to day to such an 
extent as to increase or diminish tho 
differential of 51 minutes. In north- 
ern latitudes this irregularity is 
specially noticeable 
in September. 


During this month the eastern hori- 
zon is 
almost parallel 
with 
the 


moon's apparent path through 
the , 
neavens. The harvest moon is the 
full moon which falls nearest to the 
autumnal equinox. At that time the 
•noon is in the part of its orbit where 
it makes the smallest angle with the 
horizon and it appears to rise at the 
same hour for several nights in suc- 
cession. The same thing occurs in a 
somewhat lesser degree during 
the 
first full moon after 
the 
harvest 


moon and this is called the hunter's 
moon.

FOR THE DRESSING TABLE 


Combined Pincushion, Watchstand and 


Hairpin Tray Is Found to Be 


Useful Article. 


This is a useful article for the dress- 


Ing table in the shape of a combined 
pincushion, watchstand and hairpin 
tray. It can be made from a large ci- 
gar box of the shape indicated in dia- 
gram A, off the left of the Illustration. 
One end of the box is removed cut 
down and fastened across the center 
of the box in the position marked by 
the cross, with tiny nails run through 
from outside. The portions of box In- 
dicated by the dotted lines are cot 
away, and the lid is nailed on in an 
upright position at the opposite end. 


The wood is next neatly covered with 


cream colored watered silk, the mate- 
rial being turned over at the edges 


Mother of Pearl Work. 


Wonderful is the work of the de- 


signer in mother-of-pearl. With tiny 
segments of this iridescent material he 
builds up a beautiful design bit by bit, 
section by section. 


First, from the cabinetmaker he re- 


ceives the woodwork upon, which his 
design will be formed. It may be the 
top of a carved chest a portion of a 
stool or table or some dainty knick- 
knack to delight a lady's heart 


Then upon the wood he roughly 


draws the design and gathers together 
the crude pieces with which to form, 
the mosaic in tbe wood. Selecting a 
piece of mother of pearl, he fits it in a 
vice, and. then with a tiny file he 
shapes it to occupy the required space. 
Deftly he sets the section in. the wood. 
fixing it with warm paste to fill the 
crevices. 


Another piece is then selected, fash- 


ioned and secured, and so day after 
day till the piece is complete. The de- 
sign is then rubbed with pumice stone 
to give enhanced color. Varnish Is ap- 
plied, and tbe finishing touches are 
given.

Civilians Not Obliged to Recognize 


"Star Spangled Banner." 


The surprising uewg was forthcom- 


ing from Adjutant General H. P. Mc- 
Cain the other day that America has 
no notional anthem, hymn or air by 
the provisions of any federal law. 


Army and navy regulations consti- 


tute the only authority for proclaiming 
the "Star Spangled Banner** the na- 
tional air. Xo federal court of law need 
recognize it as such. Army and navy 
regulations are binding only upon the 
personnel of the army and navy. 


"However." said General McCain, "the 


custom of rising and remaining stand- 
ing and uncovering when the 'Star 
Spangled Banner' is being played is 
growing in favor among civilians. 
Among army and navy men It Is oblig- 
atory. Whenever the national air is 
played at any place where persons be- 
longing to the military or naval service 
are present all officers and enlisted 
men not in formation are required to 
stand nt attention, facing toward the 
music, excepting when the flag Is l»c- 
ing lowered at sunset. «n which oroa- 
iiion they are required to face toward 
the flag.
